WAGE WORKERS. 


The Telegraphers Form ulating a Flan 
for a General Strike. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , October 30th.—The Record has 
a loug item from Chicago, in which occurs the 
following: The telegraphers of the United States 
are now formulating a plan to inaugurate an­ 
other gigantic strike during 1892. Already a 
strong organization has been effected in a quiet 
way throughout the West, Northwest ano the 
Pacific coast, and the promoters of the scheme 
are working their way eastward rapidly, visit­ 
ing all the small towns at which the operator is 
the ticket agent, expressman and freight agent, 
whose services are absolutely invaluable to the 
several corporations by whom he is employed. 
The managers of the proposed strike realize that 
the entire telegraph system in the United States, 
including all sons of leased wires and private 
lines, must be tied up at one time to attain sue 
cess. This would close every commercial ex­ 
change in America, cripple every newspaper in 
the land aud effectually put a stop to travel. To 
do this they will establish, if possible, au organ­ 
ization which will include every employe oi the 
several telegraph companies aud all railroad 
men who have even the slightest knowledge of 
telegraphy. 
THE COKE-tVOP.KERS TO STRIKE. 
Sc o t t d a l e (Penn ), O.tober 30th.—Workmen 
on all the plants operated by the H. C. Frick 
Coke Company have served a notice on General 
Manager Lynch that unless Andy Verostic, a 
discharged local committeeman of the Tiptop 
Works, is restored, they will quit work at the 
expiration of six days. The notice will expire 
51onday, and unless au adjustment be mude 
there will be a strike of 19,000 men. The na­ 
tional officers have indorsed the actions of the 
district officers. ______ 


THE SUGAR TRUST. 


The Case BeiDg Argued Before the Xetv 
York Supreme Court. 
New York, October 30th.—Judge Pratt in the 
King’s County Supreme Court to-day heard ar­ 
guments in the Sugar Trust case. The proceed­ 
ings were opened by lawyer E. M. Shephard, 
presenting an affidavit trom John F.» Searls, 
Secretary of 'h e Sugar Trust, in which he taid 
these proceedings were only a hinderance to the 
best interests of certificate holders, and that Ihe 
plan of ’«organization was ready. The floaccial 
statement would have been made public but lor 
these proceedings, he said. He was followed bv 
Elihu Root, who opposed the appointment ol "a 
receiver, saying if that were done tnc trust 
would be terminated. 
Counselor John B. Glea­ 
son. who represented some of the certificate- 
bolders, then made a strong argument in favor 
of the appointment of a receiver. The trust had 
certain pioperty in its hands which should be 
turned over to a receiver. It was not a matter 
of discretion by the Court. 
He asked that the 
property be taken out of the bauds of the per­ 
sons who had no title to it. Lawyer J. L. Hill 
and others argued the case. 
Judge Pratt reserved his decision but modi­ 
fied the injunction to allow the publication of 
the plan of reorganization and the financial 
statement. 
The plan provides for the issuance of 825,- 
OOOJ 00 in seven per cent, preferred stock, S2i,- 
0.0,C00 in common stock aud $10,000,000 in 
bonds, secured by mortgage. 
Each holder of 
certificates will get half the face value ol his 
certificates in each of the new series of stock 
and 850) in cash. The statement of the finan­ 
cial condition of the trust shows the assets to 
be 8-0,537,836, the liabilities 88,794,181, and the 
net assets 811,743 851. 
The trust originally had 
no working caj ital and borrowed S10.000.0C0. 
The dividends paid the stockholders amount to 
811,900,982. The amount expended in improve­ 
ments ol the plant is $2,754,531. 
The new company will be called the ‘-Ameri­ 
can Segar Ktfiuery Company.” 
It will be in­ 
corporated in New Jsrsey, and the Directors for 
the first year will be: H. O. Havemeyer, T. A. 
Havemeyer. F. O. Malhiessen. J. E. Searles, Jr., 
William Dick, J. B. Thomas and George C. 
Magown.

CKJf-US OF ALA5KA. 


Special A gent PetroO’s Report to be Sub­ 
m itted in a Few B ays. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 30th.—Ivan Petroff, Spe­ 
cial Census Agent for Alaska, has returned to 
Washington a ith his figures. His preliminary 
report will be ready in a few days. Petroflf is 
a native of Russia, and has lived in Alaska 
almost all bis life, and was, therefore, well 
qualified for census work. 
He took the census ol Alaska in 1880, but he 
does not regard it as being as thorough as this 
last one, owiDg to the tact that he had no as­ 
sistants at that time. He thinks the census of 
1890 will be verv accurate, as he had plenty of 
help and time, as he had been at it since last 
March.

WEAPONS OF WAR. 


Another Experim ent with Justin’s Dyna­ 
m ite Cartridge. 


U t ic a (N . Y .), October 30th.—Another experi­ 
ment with Justin's dynamite cartridge was 
made at Perryville to-day. A shell similar to 
the one used the last time, excepting that it 
was bored out of solid steel, and bed no blow 
holes, and was three-foisrtps instead of five- 
eighths of an inch in thicknes*. 
A twelve-ton Blakely rifle was used, similar 
to that burst in the previous experiments. Tüe 
shell weighed 275 pounds, and contained nine 
pounds of sand instead of dynamite. 
The 
charge was thirty pounds hexagonal powder. 
'1 he shell was fired into a sand-oank at a dis­ 
tance of thirty yards, aud recovered almost in­ 
tact. 
The shell was opened, and testified to the 
eornctness of Justin’s theory of the late ex­ 
pío-ions in the gun. Another test will be made 
with the same shell, and on the third test dyna­ 
mite will again be used.

POSTAL CLERKS ARRESTJED. 


They are Charged with Forcibly CaUect- 
ing Campaign Funds. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , October 30th.—There was 
great consternation among the clerks i» the 
Postoffice this morning when it was learned- 
that one of their number, T. D. McGrath, lore- 
man ot the distributing room, had been ar­ 
rested by a United States Marshal, acting ou a 
warrant issued under an iudtctmeut presented 
by the United S ates Graud Juryagaiust Mc­ 
Grath. The offense he is charged with iu the 
indictment is soliciting coutfibuuotisof money 
trom his fellow-clerka to aid iu defraying the 
expenses of the Democratic State Central Com­ 
mittee incurred iu the political canvass of (he 
National and State election held on tbe 6;h day 
ol November, 1SSS. McGrath was taken belore 
Commissioner Sawyer, who bound hint for trial 
in the sumof $2,500 bail, which he is now trying 
to secure. 
This afternoon John L. Meares, Superintend­ 
ent of the city delivery, was also at rested under 
indictment oi the Graud Jury on the same 
charge as that pre.'erred against Foreman Mc­ 
Grath of the Distributing Department. Coming 
as it did on the heels of McGrath’s arrest, it 
added fuel to the flame of excitement caused 
by that event. Meares was livid in 82,500 bonds 
to await trial, his bondsmen being Edward A. 
O'Connor aud Joseph Scheerer. tie takes his 
arrest cooby, saying there is uothiug :n it. As a 
proof of this statement, he says there are quite 
a number of men still in the service that never 
subscribed. If any money was ever collected it 
was tbe proceeds of voluntary comnbulious 
from tbose employed. 
The Commission eugaged in investigating the 
charges that money was being forcibly col­ 
lected in the postoffice under Postmaster Bryan., 
reported, however, that Meares was the chief 
offender iu the matter, and their recommenda­ 
tion is supported by strong testimony against 
Meares. 
The penalty, if found guilty of the charge, is 
$5,099 fine or three years' imprisonment, or 
both. It is reported that other arrests will 
follow In the postoffiee, based ou tbe same 
charges.

A WEAK ASSAULT. 


A great deal of pother has been made 
« v er the alleged omission of the tobacco 
rebate provision from the new revenue 
Jaw. 
W e are told that, in the opinion of 
Air. Carlisle and of many Democratic legal 
’-¡glits, this ‘‘omission” invalidates 
the 
p w h ole law. 
Now it is not at all clear why 
these gentlem en arrive at this conclusion, 
?>Ut we are justified in assuming that they 
Siold as they do on the ground that the 
«m ission was not intended by Congress, 


■.ml hence the whole revenue bill is invali­ 
dated. 
T he reports by telegraph warrant 
th is assumption as the line of argument 
i he “invalidaters” pursue. 
But how do they propose to show that 
C ongress did not intend the omission? 
•Certainly there was nothing in the act to 
¡negative the idea that the clause was pur­ 
p osely left out. 
Indeed, w hile extrinsic 
-evidence is not to be taken to prove the 
intention of the legislators, yet for popular 
debate it may be stated that Congressmen 
b y the score have testified that the om is­ 
sion was purposeful. 
The reason for this 
i s that it has not been the custom of Con­ 
gress to make provision for rebate in case 
o f reductions of taxation, im m ediately, in 
th e lirst place; in the second place, the 
tobacco schedule does not take effect until 
after the 1st of January, and Congress 
m eetin g in December, gives ample tim e to 
provide for the rebate of two cents a 
pound. 
Senator Sherman, in responding 
to a letter bv the Tobacco Journal, is re­ 
ported to have said that the omission was 
intentional, aud that the reason for it was 
th a t the bill gives three m onths’ tim e for 
th e supply on hand to become exhausted 
viefJre making any reduction in the inter­ 
n a l revenue tax on tobacco. 
But aside from this explanation, 
it is 
v e ry difficult to understand these fault­ 
finding Democrats when they allege that 
¿lie omission of a rebate clause in the law 
reducing in'erual revenue taxation inval­ 
idates the entire tariff b ill. 
The rule of 
la w is that statutes must be given their 
fu ll force and effect in each and every 
m atter of illicit they treat, regardless of 
som e provisions that are erroneous, or even 
unwarranted by the legislative power, so 
lo n g as such errors do not go to the vital 
§«>rtion of the measure. 
I f two sections 
w ere iu conllict, if there could be no recon­ 
cilia tio n between them, and the vitality of 
th e Act depended upon those sections be­ 
in g potent, then the whole Act would fall. 
B ut taking the Democratic obstructionists 
o n their own ground, we ask again, how 
d o they propose to show that the absence 
o f the rebate clause of the tobacco reduc­ 
tio n sections was an omission ? 
How do 
th ey propose to establish that it was not 
intentional, as against the presumption of 
th e law that the Act was passed with its 


form intentionally as certified by the 
proper authorities who signed and pro­ 
m ulgated it ? 
Are Democratic obstruc­ 
tionists mind readers, seers and prophets, 
that they can ascertain what passed in the 
m inds of the legislators when the bill was 
enacted ? 
W e look upon this w hole agi­ 
tation as supremely ridiculous, and as in­ 
tended only to impress the country with 
th e superior wisdom the Democrats assume 
th e y represent, and 
to make capital, in 
som e vague way, for the Democratic party 
in the approaching elections.

STáSFORD HONORED. 


THE PEOPLE TUBF OUT EH MASSE TO 
WELCOME HIM. 


A Grand Dem onstration by W orkingm en 
—Speeches by the Senator and 
Tom Fitch. 


The demonstration in honor of Governor 
Stanford last evening will go down in the 
history of Sacramento as one of the grand­ 
est affairs ihat ever occurred in the Capital 
City. 
The people, irrespective of political be­ 
liefs, rose in a body to do honor to the 
m an who has befriended them. It seemed 
as if the entire county of Sacramento had 
crowded into the streets and upon the side­ 
w alks of the city to do him homage. 
A t the Pavilion, after the parade, there 
was no such thing as petting a seat, and by 
the time the guests of the evening errived 
even standing room was not obtainable. 
8enator Stanford arrived early yesterday 
m orning from Chico on the Oregon ex­ 
press. He was met at the depot by a com­ 
m ittee of prom inent Sacramentans, who 
welcomed him home. 
The Senator was accompanied by Hon. 
Thomas Fitch, Judge Noble H am ilton of 
Alameda, and H . C. Nash, the Senator's 
Private Secretary. 
The party left the Senator’s private car 
immediately, and were driven in carriages 
to the Stanford residence, Eighth and N 
streets. 
Here the Senator rested for the 
most part of the day, only leaving for an 
hour or so for a drive about the city. 
A large num ber of Governor Stanford’s 
old friends called at tbs house during the 
day to pay their respects. They found him 
in jovial spirits and excellent health—in 
fact, he informed then^that he had not felt 
better in many a year, and was standing 
the fatigue of the campaign far better than 
he had anticipated. 


T H E PA R A D E. 


T h e C itizens T urn O nt en M asse to Do 
H im ilo m a ^ e. 
The parade was witnout doubt the large- 
est and finest ever seen in Sacramento. 
The streets through which the proces­ 
sion passed were packed and the sidewalks 
groaned beneath the load they supported. 
T he principal streets along tfie line ot 
m arch were kept in one constant blaze of 
light with the innum erable torch fights, 
calciums, rockets, Roman candles and red 
fire. 
Great enthusiasm 
prevailed, and the 
Senator was cheered lustily by the throngs 
on the sidewalk. 
Long before the time announced for the 
gathering of the clubs, working people and 
citizens at the Old Pavilion and Armory 
H all, those places presented scenes of 
anim ation. The paradera were im patient 
and gathered cany in great crowds. At 
Arm ory Hall, thejcitizena’ headquarters, 
there was scarcely room for them all, and 
there was considerable difficulty in form­ 
ing them in fine. Marshal W armby finally 
succeeded, however, and marched his men 
out on L street, right resting on Seventh. 
Everything was then ready, the M ark­ 
ham Brigade and country clubs having al­ 
ready formed on M, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets. 
TO THE GOVERNORS HOUSE. 
The signal to start was given at 7:30 
o’clock, and with a roar and a cheer the 
enthusiastic m ultitude headed for Gov­ 
ernor Stanford’s residence. Arriving there, 
the Governor, seated in a carriage accom­ 
panied by Hon. Thomas Fitch, Governor 
W aterman and Major W. A. Anderson, 
joined in the line just to the rear of the 
citizens. 
O tter carriages containing prom inent 
Sacramentans followed the Senator's car­ 
riage. 
The procession then headed up Ninth 
street to K. to Tenth, to J, to S econd, to K, 
to Tenth, and then countermarched to 
Sixth and to tne Pavilion. 
The feature of the parade was by all 
means the citizens turn-out. It is esti­ 
m ated that there were fully 1,000 in fine, 
and they were all of the hard-working re ­ 
spectable class. They were divided into 
three divisions, each divisan being headed 
by a wagon bearing an immense locomo­ 
tive headlight which shed a brilliant light 
over the division ahead. The American 
flag was the only emblem they carried. 
Marshal W armby led the citizens' divisions 
and the Artillery Band furnished excellent 
m arching music. 
IN A BLAZE OF LIGHT. 
Following Senator Stanford's carriage 
came Commander Houghton, of the M ark­ 
ham Brigade, and his mounted aids. A 
num ber of lady riders appeared among the 
aids and added mnch to the general fine 
appearance of this portion of the tarn-out. 
The H ussar Band, followed by the Reso­ 
lutes with their flambeau torches, hand­ 
some uniforms and ringing war-cry, came 
next. 
The Folsom Republican Club and Mark­ 
ham and Reddick Clnb of Franklin came 
next. These cluos came many miles to add 
their m ite in the tribute to Governor Stan­ 
ford. 
Both clubs presented splendid ap­ 
pearances in their neat uniforms and were 
well 
supplied with 
enthusiasm. 
The 
Frauklin club carried a significant trans 
parancv, which read:

the country clubs in full force, and cheer 
ing at every s'ep. 
After th n a came the cheery Cheerful 
W orkers in their novel 
uniforms and 
abundance of Chinese lanterns and pyro­ 
technics. The whole club was out, and the 
members had their voices with them. A 
num ber of long handled brooms, denoting 
a "clean sweep” on November, 4th, were to 
be seen among them . 
N ext in line came the Plug H at Brigade, 
composed of citizens of the First Ward. 
T hey presented an em inently respectable 
appearance in their silk tiles and walking 
canes, and carried a transparency which 
brought forth round after round of cheers 
front the people. It bore the legend: 


* A VOTE FOR BRUNER. BRUSIE AND 
: - CAMPBELL MEANS THREE VOTES 
: 
FOR STANFORD. 


The M arkham Fire Brigade in full force 
came next, headed by Brown's Band, and 
after them came the Glee Club, which 
formed the rear guard of the parade. The 
Glee Club made its usual fine appearance, 
cheered lustily for Governor Stanford, and 
executed some excellent m arching m i 
neuvers. 
The parade was notable for its tone and 
non-political quality. In point of numbers 
it surpassed anything seen in Sacramento 
in many years. Another notable feature 
was the displays of pyrotechnics and decor­ 
ations made by private citizens, whose 
dwellings and places of business were in 
the vicinity of the line of march. These 
displays, together with that of the pgraders 
kept the streets in one blrzj of light while 
the parade lasted. Across Second street 
hung a banner on which appeared the 
w ords:

It was said 
that the Iliad of Homer was written on the 
skins of serpeuts, in letters of gold, but 
the name of Leland Stanford is engrafted 
upon the hearts and upon the lips of the 
people of Sacramento. 
[Applause] Sen­ 
ator Stanford was wi fi them , and they 
would have the pleasure and honor of 
listening to him . 
Thera wns another gen­ 
tleman present, the Hon. Thos. Fitch, one 
of California’s grand 
trio of orators— 
Baker, Edgerton," F itch—a man of whom 
it might be said, as was said of Pindar of 
old, "the bees had lit upon his lips and 
left their honey tbpre.” H e took pleasure 
in presenting to the audience the Hon. 
Leland Stanford [prolonged cheering], who 
needed no introduction to the people of 
Sacramento. [Long applause ] 
SENATOR STANFORD’S SPEECH. 
W hen the applause had ceased. Senator 
Stanford stepped forward and said: 
Ladies and Gentlemen—Friends: I use the word 
advisedly. I know that nothing but friendship 
could induce this large crowd to turn out to 
meet me. I teel grateful—very grateful—and I 
am proud of it, for I lee! Ihat it is not for my 
merits nor for anything personal in me superior 
to others that this crowd gathers, but it is for 
old friendship's sake. Ahbuugü this gathering 
is here under the auspices of the Republican 
committee, I am advised, and I know, there are 
many Democrats present this evening; and I 
think it would be well 11 political meetings were 
generally made up more largely of both parties, 
¡ or while wc are partisans we are always Ameri­ 
can citizens TappUuse], and as such, I think, 
without distinction oi parties, I may say we are 
American patriots. [Applause.] Howevermueh 
we may differ in opinion, those differences are 
honestly entertained. 
We a:e here to-night 
to consider matters that vitally affect upwards 
of sixtv millions of American people. That isa 
great thought—that we, all of us, the highest 
and the humblest, can take part in the discus­ 
sion and settlement of those great questions 
that affect a nation’s weliare. 
The great object of the great parties is prin­ 
cipally to secure tbe welfare ot the country. To 
appreciate what that welfare is and what is re­ 
quired tbe people must be well educated. For 
mv own part, one of tbe things that commends 
the Republican party to me. specially, is that it 
has always been the advocate of common 
schools—1 think more especially so than our 
Democratic friends have been. 
[Applause.l 
When tbe Blair bill, which provided for some 
appropriations for various States, according to 
the illiteraev thereof, was before Congress, it 
was generally supported by the Republicans in 
the Senate, but received few votes from the 
Democrats; therefore, I take it that this is one 
oi the evidences that the Republican party is 
more particularly the friend of the common 
schools and of education. 
I think It is a party ol progress. It was 
born under peculiar circumstances. 
It had 
Its foundation in the rights of man. It grew 
up with that thought always with it, and has 
continued to think of the weliare of the people 
ever since. Such a pariy, founded upon such 
principles, could not do otherwise than busy 
itself constantly with the possibilities of hu­ 
manity; and, although I shall repeat something 
that I said before, I will refer to a speech that 
I made on what I consider to be the possibili­ 
ties to be obtained. I consider that the possibil­ 
ities of humanity and the benevolence of the 
Creator arc Hie and the same. I have never 
met with anybody who controverted that propo­ 
sition. I also declared that, in my judgment, 
II the Creator bad given us rational wan s with­ 
out tbe means of gratifying them, that His be­ 
neficence would be at fault. 
Now, what are 
the facts ? The resources of the earth arc prac­ 
tically inexhaustible. The earth has its for­ 
ests. mines and quarries—the soil furnishes ev­ 
erything in inexhaustible quantities, and al­ 
though every person lived in an elegant house, 
with all the comforts arid luxuries accompany­ 
ing it, yet the source from which the raw mate­ 
rials came would not be affected. It follows, 
further, that the wealth of one man in no man- 
n-r means the impoverishment of another 
Now, then, whether we shall avail ourselves of 
these resources or rot depends upon ourselves. 
It depends altogether up-n the intelligence 
with which we apply our labor and make use 
of the source of power—the forces that surround 
us. The physical wants el civilized max are 
not much above those of the savage. Food and 
raiment are uece-sitles to all, and only a cer­ 
tain amount can be appropriated. In our coun­ 
try the provident, industrious man has to be as 
well supplied in these respects as the wealthiest 
Person in the land: but the great wants of civil­ 
ized man are intellectual-the refinements of 
life, those that minister to his intellectual de­ 
sires; and these wants are ss boundless as his 
i tpacify to conceive. It is in :he supplying ot 
these 
wants 
that 
the 
mechanical 
arts 
come into play. That 
which enables the 
civilized 
man 
to 
rise superior 
to 
the 
savage is mostly to be found in the mechanical 
arts, and as we develop these and control the 
forces ot nature, and are able to apply ou: own 
physical force to the greatest advantage, so will 
the comfortsof men be multiplied. Think lor a 
moment how our present condition—our power 
of production—compares with one hundred 
yean- ago. 1 can remember when in the county 
of Albany, In the State of New York, the first 
fanning mill was used. I e’»o remember the 
time when the sickle was used by nearly every 
one. as used now in Europe. Compare the mode 
of cuttiug grain with the sick e with one of our 
great McCormick reapers. I was told the other 
day that they now had a machine that cut a 
swath forty-two feet wide: that the grain was 
cut and put into the sack for less than one cent 
per hundred pounds. 
Now. that makes chcsp 
Dread, and today, here in California, wbate 
labor is better compensated thaum anv other 
pu t ion of the world, food is cheaper than in 
almost any other place. 
■ 
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existent a. If we did not labor, mentally and 
physically, we would be imbeciles. 
Now I pass on to a little consideration of that 
great economical question that interests the 
people of the United States at the present time. 
1 believe that every man who cries out free 
trade believes it, for oue reason because we are 
all free traders in principle. There is no Re­ 
publican who would attempt to b arafiee ex­ 
change of commodities. 
There is a distance 
between two points, and some man. who did 
not consider the circumstances would say, if 
you want to go from one point to another go 
straight, but there might be a bear in the way, 
and you might find it more safe and convenient 
to go around. Eo with the tariff. 
We must 
have a revenue. Democrats admit that as well as 
Republicans, and both unite in savin g that tbe 
revenue must be derived from the tariff': that 
the country does not think it wise that we 
should meet tbe expenses of Government, the 
enormous 
interest 
we 
have 
to 
pay, 
the 
great 
debt 
to 
take 
care 
of, the 
pensions to soldiers who fought to preserve our 
Union—it is a very large amount, and the peo­ 
ple are not ready to pay it by direct taxation, 
and all the parties agree that it would not be 
wise. Then comes the question what considera­ 
tion shall move us m placiDg it. We think it 
is merely a question of policy—to put it where 
it

good, 
and 
take 
it 
off 
where 
it is 
test. 
Most 
of you 
have no doubt beard the story about the 
sumac. A couple of geullemea from Virginia, 
one cf them a memoer of Congress, were 
talking about the tariff, and concluded that 
they would see what they could do towards re­ 
forming it. So they commenced striking tbe 
, duties off' one thing and another. Finally, one 
was about to draw nis pen through sumac. Tne 
member says: “ Hold on: don’t itrike if off of 
sumac. Why, my people raise sumac." Eo he, 
though a Democrat, would protect sumac. That 
is the case with all of us. We all have some- 
tb;ng like sumac; and I find that everyone, 
whether Democrat or Republican, is in favor oi 
protecting his county or his locality. It seems 
to me- that we all sustain tbe assertion of Gen­ 
eral Hancock, that the taiifi' question is largely 
one of locality. Now, the Republicans have 
framed a tariff bill, called the McKinley bill.

Now, 
there is this about protection 
It means that 
we shall do our own work until every man and 
woman that will work shall find employment, 
and that, too, that they shall work at prices 
that makes them willing to do any particular 
work; that they are not compelled to ieek other 
callings and bring it all down toacommon level. 
What we do for ourselves is just so much saved, 
and we know ftom the experience oi the war 
that while about two millions of our young peo­ 
ple, in the p ime oi lile, were drawn into the 
army, yet the industrial pursuits of the country 
did not suffer for the want of labor. And to-day 
if we manufactured every article that we im­ 
port, evt rything that is practical, I mean, I do 
not think any of the present industries of the 
country would suffer st all for the want of 
labor. ’ Look at the immense saving it would be 
instead of psyiegout hundreds and thousands 
of millions every year, to save that and do our 
own work. Now, that is what is at the bottom 
of this whole idea of protection, to do our own 
work a< far as we are able. It is better for the 
farmer who has nothing else to do on a rainy 
day to make au ax helve, it it takes him a half 
a day or a whole day. than to go to the store 
and buy It lor two-bits; but. if he had a barn 
full of grain which he could thrash, it would 
b ebrtler to thrash tbe grain aud buy the ax 
helve. But we, as a people, have au abundance 
of time to do most ot our own work, aud that is 
why 
the 
Republicans, 
in 
placing 
the 
tariff, consider first what industry it will 
protect and develop. Why the Democrats ob­ 
ject to that, I do not know. I do kuow that 
everyone wants to protect his own sumac. But 
we are not so far apart in practice as we are in 
theory; and, while I believe in party organiza­ 
tion, and that it brings out the people, aud 
makes them discuss questions more carefully. I 
do not think the American peap'.e are very far 
apart on the great economic questions of the 
dav. Although it is said that should the Demo­ 
cratic party get into power again they will 
destroy the M eSiney bill. I do not believe 
they would do it. I think they would take the 
experience of the country, aud reform the bill 
much as that experience would dictate. 
I shall say nothing about tbe silver question, 
for that is passed into a law, and will be im­ 
proved from time to time; but it was the act of 
the Republican party, and the value of the 
arnual product ot silver in the United states at 
this time has been tai-ed over ten millions of 
dollars. That industry will be greatly strength­ 
ened, aud it will make a larger demand for la­ 
bor to operate the mines and industries con­ 
nected with them. 
1 understand that there are present here this 
evening many mechanics of both parties, and 
I unde stand further that they have come here 
largely out of the r good will to me. I appreci­ 
ate it greatly. The mechanical arts are really 
the foundation of onr prosperity. In some re­ 
spects probably the Greeks and Romans were 
our equals, but they lacked the knowledge of 
the mechanical arts and the great mass of them 
were poor and degraded. It needs production 
to give people leisure to elevate themselves, 
and that comes through Improved machinery. 
I call machineryl labor-aiding machines, not 
labor-saving. If there was a limit to tbe wants 
of man, then a machine to increase the power of 
production might be called a labor-saving 
machine, 
but 
as 
there 
are no 
limits 
to 
our 
wants, 
and 
as 
their 
supply is 
measured by our 
power 
of production, I 
call machinery labor-aiding machinery, and 
I think tbe people most interested are those 
who use it—the hard-working ¡shoring man 
who is most interested in increasing his power 
of production. The wealth oi the nation de­ 
pends upon his power of production. If Eng­ 
land was surrounded by Digger Indians only, 
she would have no use for her great mass of 
machinery. England is a most interesting coun­ 
try to the observing man. Everywhere towers 
the smoke-stack, multiplying the production of 
the individual many fold. Her best customer 
is America. America, a large producer, is best 
able, of ail the nations to pure rase, and before 
one nation can sell others must have something 
to purchase with. I refer to this matter of ma­ 
chinery because I have given it much thought, 
and because I know that many mechanics are 
here this evening. They should respect their 
calling, for it is as useful a« auy. 
Why, gentlemen, I do not know whether you 
are aware ot it or not, but the census ol 1SS0 
showed a little less than ‘JO.OCO men, women and 
children eDgaged in agricultural pursuits in 
California. They raised food enough for nearly 
1,000,000 people. 
They planted trees and vines 
aud made many permanent improvements lor 
the iuture, aud yet, in one year, we had a sur­ 
plus of wheat of about 1,200,000 pounds, or, in 
other words, bread enough to feed 12,000,000 of 
people. That was an immense power of pro­ 
duction. 
That was through the aid of ma­ 
chinery, and, during that time the great majw- 
ity of our people were engaged in swpplyine m 
tellectual wants. Let us therefore, in this, find 


High-priced labor does not necessarily mean 
high-priced food. Abundance of cheap food 
depends upon our power of production, and the 
value of a man's tabor depends upon his pro­ 
duction. The greater his production the better 
compensation he will receive. But this is not 
confined to our own country, whete the power 
of production per capita is greater than else­ 
where. In Europe. where the power or produc­ 
tion to the individual ia less, wages are less. In 
parts or Italy the common laborer receives but 
ten cents per day. There I have seen a stick of 
wood, about four feet loug and ten or twelve 
inches thick, ►harptned to a point, iron straps 
tobiLd it, one straight hand’e, and dragged 
through the ground for a plow 
The com­ 
pensation of laborers is measured by their 
power of production. Other places in Europe 
show plainly ia the appearance of the country, 
in their power ot production, the character of 
the tools, and particularly the hand tools, the 
education that has been furnished. In every 
nation, so tar as mv observation goes, and i 
have been in every etate in Europe excepting 
one, wherever the most atcntion has men paid 
to education there the people are the most pros­ 
perous. 
,,, 
tine reason why I think the Republican party 
is more the party of progress is in the peculiar 
circumstances under which it was created. It 
was. ot course, created in the Noith. It started 
ont with the idea of limiting aud restrict'ng 
slavery. It did not -ay there w8s no right ot 
ownership in man. 
On the contrary it be 
lieved, a« a party, that under our <'onslitution 
aud laws oue man might own another, and 
it was not until alter Mr. Lincoln had 
issued his proclamation of freedom that the 
conscience ot the country woke up and won­ 
dered that they ever had recognized the possi­ 
bility of one human being owning and appro­ 
priating another. We forgot the Declaration of 
li ' 
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a lesson to encourage us to further improve ma­ 
chinery; study to control tbe hidden source» of 
power in Nature. 
Now, gentlemen, my voice, I know, does not 
reach more than half way across the room. I 
regret it, and I feel that I have no right to ask 
that great body of people to stand patiently 
and uol make a noise in order that the rest 
may hear. I will therefore close my remarks, 
tha’nkirg you all for your kind attention, and 
assuring you that I appreciate your kindness. I 
feel the mast kiDdly sentiments when I returned 
to California, which I believe, in many re­ 
spects. is the most desirable country for resi­ 
dence in the world, and I find the people,wher­ 
ever I go, come out and extend their hands to 
me in cordial greeting. It impresses me beyond 
measure, and I want to express to you, as far as 
1 can, hofc deeply I appreciate it. Friends, I 
bid you good niglit. 
SPEECH OF HON. TIIOMAS FITCH, 
After music by the band, Chairman An­ 
derson introduced Hon. Thomas Fitch, 
who was greeted with warm applause. 
Mr. Fitch opened his remarks by stating 
that the issues that formerly divided par­ 
ties had largely disappeared. The ravages 
of war had been dispelled, and the people 
of no nation in the world are more united 
in sentim ent then are the people of the 
United States. There are some slight dif­ 
ferences. but they are no! so sharply drawn 
as in the past. The people recognize the 
fact that evolution m ast go on. Give the 
Democrats h chance. They are gradually 
improving, and will in time be like their 
Republican brethren. 
You can even now hardly tell the differ­ 
ence between a high-toned Democrat and 
a medium-toned Republican. 
[Laughter ] 
We stand by our pledges and they repudi­ 
ate theirs, and they have some other out­ 
ward characteristics of Democracy still 
clinging to them . For thirty years the 
Republican patty has largely held power 
in this country, and not a statute can be 
found, 83 a result, that is false to freedom, 
to the coun'ry, or to labor. 
[Applause ] 
The Republican party has given freedom 
to the slave and prosperity to the entire 
naficn. Tbe Republican party has made 
tbi3 nation the greatest, freest and grand­ 
est under th etn n . The Democratic party, 
on the other hand, is the party of nega­ 
tion. Its record is one of opposition. 
Mr. Fitch then paid a glowing tribute to 
the United States of America. It is a land 
where man is protected, where education 
is respected—a land whose credit reigns at 
the head of nations—'.he greatest and most 
prosperous under the su:i. 
The Democratic party had for thirty-six 
years espoused every phantasy in finance 
and every folly in policy. Every policy 
they have proposed has been rejected, and 
every one they have opposed has been 
adopted. They have become so accustomed 
to being on the wrong side, that they are 
now almost incapable of going right. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
Mr. Fitch likened the Dem cratic party 
to f 'e disconsolate widow who, in an- 
notin-ing her husband s derth, said she 
would continue businp-s at the old stand. 
At this point Mr. Fitch removed bis col­ 
lar 
aud then proceeded to discuss the 
tariff question, reviewing its history in 
England. There is nothing absolute in 
the tariff question, he said. Gladstone is 
right in advocating free trade in England. 
It is a necessity there, and in countries of 
restricted area. Protection nisy be a good 
thing for one country and bad for another. 
England is a free trade nation because it 
is a necessity there. Oars is a tariff nation 


a blind horse in an a rastra—forever going 
somewhere and never getting anywhere. 
[Laughter.] 
Up to 188S the attitude of the 
Democratic party was like that of the boy 
whose pantaloons were cut with such a 
liberal allowance of cloth that hi* mother 
never knetf, when she saw him on the 
street, w hether he was goiDg to school or 
comiDg home. 
[Laughter.] 
The party 
was sometimes facing one way on the tariff 
question, and sometimes the other. [Laugh­ 
ter.] 
Notwithstanding the fact that Grover 
Cleveland wrote a letter on the tariff quea- 
tion, the Democrats pretended to be at a 
loss to know how it was he was defeated 
for President the second time. The situa­ 
tion reminded him of an incident that oc­ 
curred up in Calaveras county. 
The dead 
body of a man was found in a ditch one 
day, and word was sent to a San Andreas 
merchant whose father was missing. The 
description fitted the old man, and he tele­ 
graphed for the undertaker at M okelnmne 
H ill to give him the best burial possible— 
to spare no expense. So a rosewood coffin 
was made and rigged ont with silk trim ­ 
mings, and the corpse laid in it. 
W hen 
the son arrived he identified the corpse, but 
a little latter on the lower jaw of the dead 
man dropped exposing the teeth. Tbe 
son took 
another 
look and 
declared 
the body was Dot that of 
his 
father 
— he 
knew it by 
the 
teeth. 
The 
undertaker wanted to know who was going 
to pay for the rosewood coffin, and the San 
Andreas man said he didn’t know—it was 
none of his funeral. 
Then the undertaker 
shook his finger at the corpse, as he re­ 
moved and dropped it into a pine b o x : 
“ You d 
d old fool, if you’d have kept 
your mouth shut you'd have had a decent 
funeral!" 
[Lm ghter and applause.] 
Tbe speaker then took up and criticised 
the Democratic arguments against protec­ 
tion. It was labor, and labor alone, he 
claimed, that gave value to the products of 
the earth. 
The laborers are the magicians 
whose fingers transform nature’s crude pro­ 
ducts into glittering valuables. [Applause.] 
He ridiculed the Democratic argum ent 
that, with low wages and low prices for. 
goods, men would be better off. Democrats 
talked abont the “ purchasing price of a 
dollar,” bat there was one thing that had a 
better purchasing price than a dollar—and 
that was two dollars. 
[Applause ] 
If the 
man with the higher wages did not save 
any more money during the year, he at 
least had more respect for him self every 
pay-day, when he stepped up to get his 
money. 
[Applause] 
The Democratic orators studied up the 
difference between Southdown aud hy­ 
draulic rams, spriDkled a little hayseed in 
their hair, and then went forth on their 
mission among the farmers to educate 
them on the tariff question—these poor 
farmers who cannot generally make more 
than 
$200 an 
acre 
on 
their lauds. 
[Laughter] 
They 
tell 
them 
that 
protection 
may 
be 
good 
enough 
for 
mechanics, 
but 
is 
death 
to 
the 
granger. 
It 
seems 
to 
be 
as­ 
sumed by them that tbe farmer doesn’t 
know anything, but when the returns come 
in it will be found that he understands the 
questions of the day. 
He knows that nine- 
tenths of the produce of any farm, outside 
of grain, is consumed within a hundred 
miles of where it is grown. H e knows 
that his best markets are tbe towns and 
cities; that every manufacturing town in­ 
creases the value of every acre of agricultu­ 
ral land in the neighborhood. H e knows 
the condition of agriculture in free trade 
England, where the farm laborer tastes 
meat only once a w eek: has no books, 
takes no newspapers, and lives a degraded, 
brutal existence. 
W hat a contrast to the 
condition of the laborer in this country, 
where he is well fed, well clad, well edu­ 
cated and independent—the offspring of 
protection. [Applause ] 
Like the Arizona man who had a “pol­ 
icy” to fit everything, and whose rattle­ 
snake policy was to always go the opposite 
way from the snake, the policy for America 
to pursue was, when England took a step, 
to always strike out in the opposite direc­ 
tion.

Candidates Compared. 


The Record-ÜDion Answered, 


T 
h e re c o rd -u n io n com es t o t h e d e ­ 
fense of the uniudorred candidates on the 
Republican ticket, aud asks in what respect are 
the Citizens' candidates preferable. If the only 
answer was that these Republican candidates 
are seeking office by aid of the bossc?, it would 
be sufficient, for have wc not had examples 
without number of how the bosses use their 
power over office holders dependent upon 
them for their election to aid them in their 
business? No one will deny that the Republi­ 
can candidates for Sheriff, County Clerk, Dis­ 
trict Attorney ar.d Police Judge are supported 
by the bosses, and that should they obtain 
their offices they will have practical:}- received 
them from the hsnds of those whom the Re­ 
publicans have allowed to usurp the power of 
dealing out nominations tor city and county 
offices. 
Is it to be supposed that candidates having 
received their offices from the hinds of the 
bosses would heartily oppose any of the opera­ 
tions ot the bosses to whom they owe their posi­ 
tions ' Would this not be considered base iu- 
gratilude, and would such ungrateful men be 
worthy of confidence? 
Would it not be ridiculous to think of a 
Sheriff elected by the bosses opposing tbe 
bosses'strikers at au election, or arresting the 
proprietors of a gambling den that paid tributo 
to the bosses? Suppose the boss should become 
interesiedin a faro game, would a l'i-trlet At­ 
torney of his creation have the hcait to prose­ 
cute h»m? Would a Police Judge put iu office 
by this boss be apt to hold him to answer? 
Would this same Judge, acting iu the capacity 
of Police Commissioner, be apt to dismiss a 
police officer that was so blind as to piss by a 
surc-thing shell game without seeing it ? Have 
we no; recently had au illustration ot how a 
Police Judge may commit political suicide by 
holding a gambler to answer ? Perhaps in this 
we can find oue reason why Davis and not 
Buckley is the bosses' candidate for Police 
Judge. Would a County Clerk of the bcsses' 
creation be apt to oppose, with his whole heart, 
the stuffing ol the register in the interest of the 
bosses? 
Perhaps all this could be answered by assert­ 
ing that the bosses would not countenance the 
stuffing of a register and do not dictate police 
appointments, or, iu fact, do not do anything so 
foreign to the good government we have a right 
to expect from a Republican administration. 
Suppose the Grand Jury should get ou the 
trail of some creature of the bosses, would it 
not be base ingratitude for the District Attorney 
to help them get at the bottom facts ? Is it 
necessary to prefer direct charges against a 
candidate to show that another is more desir­ 
able, or is it only necessary to prove that one’s 
associations are with the bosses and his nomi­ 
nation the result of boss dictation ?

But are we su-e he ap­ 
points his own deputies o! his own motion, or 
are they appointed in some instances at the dtc- 
tationref a bo-s or others because they can con­ 
trol the hospital vo e or vote of Pi Eeckley’s 
district ? Are Nick Dole and George Eagan ap­ 
pointed at the solicitation and with the recom­ 
mendation cf our best citizens, or did their 
recommendations come from other sources? 
Does it not seem then, as though, considering 
all these doubtful propositions, that it is safer 
to intrust our government to those known to be 
independent of boss influence, and to avoid 
chancing anything with those whom all the 
signs of the times point to directly as being 
eithe/ under their influence or under such 
obligations as would be hard for them to ignore Í
